Extra of a Letter from Santa Cruz im the Cana- 
ries, dated Nov. 27+ 

Bout a Month is paft fince a fiery Irruption 
broke out io five Places in the Ifland of 
Lancerota, one of the Eaftermolt of the Canary 
Ilands, and moft Part of the faid Ifland is now 
on Fire. We have alfo hed an Earthquake in 
this land, about 16 Miles fiom this Place 5 ie 
caufed a very great Opening in the Earth, which 
Gill continues. The City of Lagona at the fame 
time was in a great trembling for fome Mi- 
nutes 

Venice, gan. 28. By our lat Letters from 

Conflantinople we are advifed, that Ali, fur- 
named the Patron, Author and Ringleader of the 
late Revolucion, not content with the Recom- 
penfe made him by the Grand Seignior, but ri- 
fing haughtily in bis Demands of the principal 
Places for his Family or his Followers, hisHigh. 
nefs cook the Refolution co get rid of that impor- 
tunate Man, but with the neceffery Precautions 
to prevent a new Revolution. In order hereunto, 
he feut to Gieoum Coggia, Captain Bafhaw, up- 
oa the 30th paft, to ger together the moft Muti- 
nous of che Centucions, or Commanders of Bands 
of Janizaties, who were concerned in the late Re= 
volt, and to make chem believe their Advice was 
wanted in relation to the Affairs of Peace or War. 
Accordingly, the Cap‘ain Bafhaw having held a 
fort of Council with 36 of chofe Mutineers, he 
weat with chem to the Se-aglio, and defired chem 
to ftay till he had communicated the Refule of 
theirs Conference to the Grand Seignior ; but no 
fooner wes he gone fromt hem, than they were 
fucrounded by 160 well-attected J nizaries, and 
cut in Pieces. This Pun fhment cid not hinder Ali 
Patron from demanding, the next Day, that Gicca, 
Brother to his Highnefs’s Interpreter, from whom 
he had teceived one Hundred fF urfes, fhould be 
peminaied Weywode of Walachia, in che room 
of Mauro Cardald, The Grand Seignor granted 
bim this new Favour; bur a few Days after he 
took an Opportunity to have him and the new 
Aga of the Janizaries cited and Arangled ; and 
there was found in the Houfes ot thofe two Re- 
bels, almoft five Millions in Gold, which was car- 
tied to the Treafury in the Scraylio. ‘The Grand 
Seiynior having depofed the Cham of Tartary tri- 
burary tothe Porte, who had been feat for to Con- 
ftantinople under Preteoce of affifting at a Divan, 
his Highnefs has given the Command of the Tar 
tars to the depofed Cham's Brother, who was 
banifh’d to Barn fome Years ago; and upon the 
3d ut December loft, he seceived from the Hands 
of che Sultan a Sabre enriched with Diamonds, 
and a Caftan lined with Ermine. The Seraskier 
Ruttick, who is gone to Peifia to negoriate a 
Treaty of Pacification, was mace a Bafhaw with 
three Tails before he fet our. The Divan has i¢ 
folved to demand confiderable Sums of the 
Greeks and Jews, for his Highnefs’s Acc: flion 
to the Ottoman Throne. The fame Lette:s ad- 
vife, that the depofed Sulran, who is fhur up in 
the Seven Towers, with the Pances his Sons, was 
maga ficently treated there, and with the iame 
Honours as if he was ftill upon the Throne.
